Spain's decision to 
prosecute

The suggestion to tax r 
Jn has been 
brought forward in the legislature of 
North Dakota, where it has been e m ­ 
bodied in a concurrent resolution for 
a constitutional amendment. 
This pro­ 
vides that the 
legislative 
assembly 
m a y tax wheat, flax and oats and bar­ 
ley grown in the state and stored in 
the elevators or kept for seed at a rate 
of not to exceed half a cent a bushel 
on wheat, the same on flax, a third of 
a cent on barley and a quarter of a 
c e n t on oats. 
At present the grains 
grow n in the state pay practically no 
taxes. 
The millions 
of 
bushels 
of 
w h e a t grown in the state are threshed 
and disposed of between assessments. 
T h e rate of a quarter to half a cent a 
bushel, if applied to the millions 
of 
bushels of the various grains grown in 
the state, would, it is said, produce a 
revenue exceeding $250,000. 
How the 
m easu re is likely to be received g e n ­ 
erally is not yet apparent from the ad ­ 
vices at hand. 


F ro m out the s m o ke and carnage of 
the late war, one incident shines like a 
star in a cloudy sky.

m ilitary funeral in Santiago last N o ­ 
vember of the body of General Vara 
del Rey. 
Four m o nths after the Span­

honor his m em ory.”

old Valderrama said, in farewell, "You 
b elo n g to a grand nation.

not forget this day.

w ith you and with your people.”

2n has been 
brought forward in the legislature of 
N orth Dakota, where it has been em ­ 
bodied in a concurrent resolution for 
a constitutional amendment. This pro­ 
vides th a t the 
legislative 
assembly 
may tax wheat, flax and oats and bar­ 
ley grown in the state and stored in 
the elevators or kept for seed at a rate 
of not to exceed half a cent a bushel 
on wheat, the same on flax, a third of 
a cent on barley and a quarter of a 
cent on oats. 
At present the grains 
grown in the state pay practically no 
taxes. 
The millions 
of 
bushels 
of 
w heat grown in the stute are threshed 
and disposed of between assessments. 
The rate of a quarter to half a cent a 
bushel, if applied to the millions 
of 
bushels of the various grains grown in 
the state, would, it is said, produce u 
revenue exceeding $-f»0,000.

LETTER FROM MANILA. 


From the Pen of George A. Gallagher, 
a Rrainerd Boy, Describing the 
Fillipno Outbreak. 


Electric Lighted and Steam Heated, 


Rev. G. W. G allagher received the 
following letter from his son, George, 
recently. 


M a n i l a , P. I., Feb. 20th, ’99. 
D e a r F a t h e r : -O n the evening of 
February 4th, 1 was on guard at the 
theatre. About 9:30 p. in. there was 
a rum or around that every American 
soldier was ordered to quarters. 
We had had so many scares th a t no* 
one believed it. 
A t 9:45 p. m we 
heard a great yell out side and every 
one made a rush for the doors, there 
was a little excitem ent for a time, 
but no (me was hurt. 
When we got 
every st reet cleared we could hear 
the firing which was not more than 
a mile or a mile and a half away. 
There was very heavy fighting th a t 
night. 
The boys poured in volley 
after volley all through the night. 
I was on patrol so had a chance to 
move around and see things. 
The 
end of our com pany’s d istrict ex­ 
tends very near to the outposts. 
I 
went out as far of as 1 could go, 
which was up to the rear of the re ­ 
serve force. 
The street I was on 
presented a very warlike appearance. 
Towards the end of it were piled 
boxes 
of 
ammunition, 
hospital 
wagons were moving back and forth, 
several guns of the U tah battery 
were situated a little farther on, 
troops were in m arching order, w ait­ 
ing to move at a m om ent’s notice, 
and still farther ahead, G eneral Mc­ 
A rthur and his staff 
rode in full 
view, while all the time a terrible 
fire was kept up. 
O ur own com pa­ 
ny was up all night. 
E x tra patrols 
were sent out and ex tra guard for 
the electric light works. 
The fight­ 
ing was not in one place, but all 
around the city. 
When m orning 
broke, the boys had driven m ost of 
the “ googoos” back, but not without 
a fearful loss of dead and wounded. 
On Sunday, February 5th, the hard­ 
est fighting occurred. The batteries 
and heavy guns from the fleet did 
splendid work, driving the insurg­ 
ents out of their t renches and killing 
hundreds of them. 
The soldiers did 
some fine work th a t day. 
One of 
the most brilliant p a rts of the whole 
campaign consisted of the charges 
made by the men. 
The insurgents 
cannot stand the charge and every 
time they have been driven back. 
On Saturday, Feb. 4th. the hardest 
charge was made by the 14th regular 
infantry. They drove the insurgents 
out of their trenches, with a loss of 
twelve killed and twenty-five wound­ 
ed. 
They got into a hand to hand 
fight, and the ‘“googoos” were just 
piled up, sixty of them being count­ 
ed in one trench, as fast as the men 
advanced they burned everything in 
sight. 
I got up in one of the church 
towers and could see the fires and 
smoke in every direction. 
About 
four miles out you could see the 
puffs of smoke from the guns of the 
batteries, looking out on the bay see 
the Monterey firing her big 22 inch 
guns, and. when one of those shells 
struck, things flew. 
We have cap­ 
tured about two hundred insurgents 
in town, who have had papers and 
arm s on their persons. 
The only 
trouble wre have had in town occur­ 
red over a week ago. 
Some fool of 
the California regiment thought he 
detected niggers in a tower signal­ 
ling and opened fire. In two minutes 
all the patrols in the city were fir­ 
ing. 
Of course, we were all hustled 
out and thought th a t we were going 
to have some fun. 
The only results 
were the wounding and killing of 
two Filipinos. 
We have been con­ 
fined to q u arters very closely, but 
most of the boys have been out to the 
firing line some time or other. They 
either were excused or sneaked out. 
I got excused by Captain Corriston, 
rolled up my sleeves, strapped my 
old rusty Springfield over my back, 
took an extra hitch in my revolver 
belt, and started out a t seven o ’clock 
in the morning, looking for blood. 
There were three of us started to ­ 
gether. 
On the outskirts every 
house had a white flag out, and they 
were a scared lot of people. A q u ar­ 
ter of a mile out we came to the first 
signs of the conflict, deserted houses 
with here and there bullet holes shot 
through them ; farther along there 
were 110 houses, in their place were 
big black spots, with wolfish dogs 
hanging around them. 
We then 
came to a cemetery, where there had 
been some hard fighting, and which 
was only taken after 
a 
gallent 
charge by the Montana regiment. 
The walls were torn up by shell*. It 
was a sorry looking place. 
Inside 
was a small chapel which had been 
looted. 
Going farther, we passed 
dead dogs, horses and caribou, the 
stench was something awful. 
A t 
last we reached the rear guard of 
the brigade. 
They asked us to what 
regim ent we belonged, we answered 
‘T h e K ansas” and passed on. 
No 
Minnesota men were allowed to pass 
on account of so many of us sneak- 
*■ *n the fighting line and leav- 


!n£ ‘the city 
Tr. 0nt n o r 
out was the front. 
We Wv... 
on’ 
Signs of the fight were all about us. 
Trees were mowed down, houses, 
were riddled with shot, 
Finally we 
got where we could see some of the 
men. 
WTe passed two guards, afield 
hospital, and a lot of ammunition. 
Here we could see the trenches. We 
turned to the left and went as far as 
we could go; this was where the Kan­ 
sas regim ent was entrenched. They 
hail throw n up fair trenches and 
seemed to be enjoying themselves. 
They had built little coverings, into 
which they could crawl in the day 
time to get out of the heat of the sun. 
The heat is something awful. 
The 


night before they had been up all 
night fighting. 
Everything 
was 
still fhen except the shooting of the 
out troops. 
We turned to the right 
and followed the trenches. We came 
to the Utah guns and the Montana 
regiment. 
We walked a little to the 
right of the trenches, to look at the 
woods on the left, when “ ping” went 
a bullet over our heads. 
It 
was 
funny to see us duck. A sharp shoot 
er had seen us and taken a shot at 
us. 
W ith the glass we could just 
make him out in a tree; but he was 
too far away for anything like a sure 
shot, sow edid not waste ammunition 
on him. We passed along thr trench 
es of the 3d artillery, who were act 
ing as infantry. 
They had elegant 
trenches facing on an open plain, 
which stretched two miles t<> the 
town of Calooean, then occupied by 
the nigger*. 
A little to the right 
of the 3d were three guns of the <»th 
artillery, commanding the plain and 
a portion of the town. 
Immediately 
to the right of the 6 th was a large 
church with a high wall around it 
aud a large stone block house. 
Tin* 
front of the church was blown off. 
These grounds and the block house 
were guarded by the 
10th IVnnsyl 
vania. 
I got on the walls and looked 
over to Calooean through a glass, 
and could see natives hurry ing along 
the edge of the woods opposite me. 
A little to my left Calooean could be 
seen. 
To my right was a cemetery 
where I could see about a thousand 
natives throw ing up trenches under 
the direction of their officers. 
1 
could plainly see them use their 
picks and shovels. 
It was now ten

From the Pen of George A. Gallagher, 
a Brainerd Boy, Describing the 
Fillipno Outbreak. 


Rev. G. W. Gallagher received the 
following letter from his son, George, 
recently. 
M a n i l a , P. I., Feb. 20th, ’99. 
D e a r F a t h e r :—On the evening of 
February 4th, I was on guard at the, 
theatre. About 9:30 p. rn. there was 
a rumor around that every American 
soldier was ordered to quarters. 
We had had so many scares that nor 
one believed it. 
At 9:46 p. rn. we 
heard a great yell out side and every 
one made a rush for the doors, there 
was a little excitement for a time, 
but no one was hurt. 
When we got 
every street cleared we could hear 
the firing which was not more than 
a mile or a mile and a half away. 
There was very heavy fighting that 
night. 
The boys poured in volley 
after volley all through the night.

In the year 1857 a pearl of fine luster, 
weighing 
ninety-three 
grains, 
was 
found at Notch Brook, near Paterson, 
New 
Je rsey . 
T he Em press 
E u g en ie 
bought it for twenty-five hundred dol­ 
lars a q u a rte r of it3 present value. It 
was the discovery of this pearl t h a t 
called attention to 
the 
fresh-water, 
pearl-hearing rnollusks of North A m e r­ 
ica and led to o th e r “ finds,” which are 
j described at length in a bulletin p re ­ 
pared for the Fish Commission by Mr. 
George F. Kunz. 


Mr. Kunz rem in d s us that t h e very 
oldest in h a b ita n ts were pearl-huntors. 
The mound builders possessed pearls 
literally bushels of them. 
At a m ound 
in the Little Miami Valley, Professor 
P utn am and 
Doctor Metz u n e a rth e d 
more 
than 
sixty 
th ousand 
all, 
of 


c o u r s e decayed or altered so as to be 
of no commercial value. 
T he Indians, 
succeeding the mound-builders, 
like- 


jeweled bandeau t h a t 
encircled 
the 
co un tess’ 
head, and 
flung 
it into a 
crowd of brazen 
faced 
women, who 
clapped t h e i r hand s in applause. 
The resolute woman never flinched, 
and not a t r e m o r betrayed agitation 
or fear.

H avin g traveled abroad, and being

with th e idea of m a k in g a collection 
of the writings of w o m e n from all cor­ 
ners of the e a rth for th e centennial of 
her native state. 
To do th is Miss B a x ­ 
ter wrote seven h u n d r e d letters to for­ 
eign go v ernm ents, m a n y of th e m in 
t.lie language of the countries to w h ic h 
they were sent. 
T h e re are four books w ritten by a 
Chinese w o m a n , A. I). 25. T hey were 
sent by t h e em p ress of China. 
T h e 
Chinese w o m a n wroto a b o u t the m a n ­ 
ners and cu sto m s of w o m e n an d rec­ 
o m m e n d e d obedience to husbands. The 
em peror of J a p a n s e n t 12G books w r it ­ 
ten by t h e w o m e n of his realm. T h ere 
are tw elve m o d ern G reek books sent 
bv Queen Olga. 
T h? re are books from A rm enia, P e r ­ 
sia. Hungary, R o u m a n ia , R ussia,^Ger­ 
many, 
France. 
Italy. Austria. P o rtu ­ 
gal, Spain, E n g la n d , Ireland. Scotland, 
N orw ay and Sweden. 
All of the South 
American c ountries a r e represented. 
M any of these books were t h e only 
ones by women ever published in th<? 
country from w h ich th e y w ere sent.

o th e r forms of portable property. T he 
historian of the expedition says th a t by 
rifling the sepulchers in one Indian 
town in Florida, De Soto and his band 
obtained more th a n t.hre»* h undred and 
fifty pounds. 
Probably m any of these 
pearls were, in a way, artificial, m a n ­ 
ufactured from th e shell. 
But there is 
no doubt t h a t pearls were much m ore 
nu m ero u s in th e e xp lo re rs’ tim e th a n 
th ey were w hen rediscovered, so to 
speak, in 1857- just as they were m ore 
nu m ero u s In 1S57 th a n they are now. 


T he pe a rl-h u n tin g of the last forty 
years has been carried on a t intervals 
all the way from Nova Scotia to W is ­ 
consin,and then south as far as Florida. 
T he “ fever” seems to break o u t a bout 
once in ten years. 
In th e 1897 e p i­ 
demic A rkansas was first and chiefly 
affected. 
In certain parts of t h a t state 
pearls had been found frequently and 
used as ch ild re n ’s p laythings and as 
“ luck-stones,” with no idea of their 
value. 


A young St. I>ouis man, spending his 
vacation on a fishing trip, picked up a 
few on the shore of M urphy I^ake,— 
th e negro guide laughed at him ,—and 
sent them to city jewelers. 
T h e check 
t h a t cam e back inspired a com pany to 
lease the whole lake and w ork it. with 
good 
results. 
Discoveries 
in 
other 
places fostered the excitement. 


A pink pearl of thirty -o ne grains, 
found on Black river, Arkansas, netted 
the finder thirty-five dollars and th e 
purchaser five hundred. 
From the L it­ 
tle Red river, in a short time, a m a n 
took fifteen hund red dollars’ worth of 
pearls. 
A K a n s a s m an found eleven 
lavender-colored pearls, which he sold 
for six hund red dollars. At one “ drive” 
with his drag-shovel across 
a 
little 
stream, 
a Missouri fa rm e r collected 
m ore th a n two h u n d re d pearls, som e 
as large as peas. 


Unfortunately, these gatherers, with 
few exceptions, did th e ir w ork waste- 
ftilly. 
E uropean p e a rl-h u n te rs 
h ave 
in str u m e n ts with which they open th e 
shell w ithout inju rin g the anim al, an d 
if they find no pearl they re tu rn th e 
shell to the water. 
Our pearl-seekers 
th ro w aw ay the shell and the edible 
meat, an d foolishly open 
the 
very 
sm allest mussels, which seldom c o n ­ 
tain pearls. 


Then, too, certain factories in th e 
west are beginning to use great q u a n ­ 
tities of shells in the m a n u factu re of 
pearl buttons. 
Supplies for these fac­ 
tories are accu m u lated by m ean s 
of 
steam dredges, which sweep the deeper 
waters where 
the 
o rd in a ry 
h u n te r 
could not venture. 
And so between th e 
b u tt o n - m a k e r and the careless pearl- 
hunter, the fresh-w ater mussels of the 
United States seem destined 
to 
e x ­ 
tinction. 


T h e crop Is w orth preserving. T h e re 
is alw ays a chance of a “ find” like t h a t 
blue pearl from Caney Fork, T e n n e s ­ 
see. which fetched th irty -th re e 
h u n ­ 
dred dollars in I*ondon a few y ears 
ago. 
But the h a p h a z a rd m ethods t h a t 
now’ prevail are equally destructive and 
dangerous. 
Pearl-collecting is an in­ 
dustry in which stupidity c o m m an ds 
no premium. 
Mr. K unz tells us t h a t 
w h a t would doubtless have been th e 
finest, pearl of 
m odern 
times 
was 
ruined by the ig n o ra n t 
finder, 
who 
boiled it to open the shell.

Miss lionise Baxter, daughter of tho 
lute Judge Nathaniel Baxter of the su­ 
preme bench of Tennessee, according 
to the St. lamia Republic, is responsi­ 
ble for a most unique collection of 
books at the Tennessee Centennial. 
Having traveled abroad, and being 
fam iliar with the literature of many 
countries, Miss 
Baxter 
was inspired 
with the idea of making a collection 
of the w ritings of women from all cor­ 
ners of the earth for the centennial of 
her native state. To do th is Mise Bax­ 
ter wrote seven hundred letters to for­ 
eign governm ents, many of them in 
the language of the countries to which 
they were sent. 
Th>re are four books w ritten by a 
Chinese woman, A. D. 25. They were 
sent by the empress of China. 
The 
Chinese woman wrote about the m an­ 
ners and custom s of women and rec­ 
ommended obedience to husbands. The 
emperor of Japan sent 12<J books w rit­ 
ten by the women of his realm. There 
are twelve modern Greek hooks sent 
by Queen Olga. 
Th mo are hooks from Armenia, P er­ 
la. Hungary, Roum ania, Russia,^Ger­ 
many, France, 
Italy, Austria, portu­ 
gal, Spain, England, Ireland, Scotland. 
Norway and Sweden. All of the South 
American countries are represented. 
Many of these books were the only 
ones by women ever published in tho 
country from which they were sent. 
This was the case with the volumes 
from Honduras and Guatemala. 
Many of them have been presented to 
Miss Baxter by the different govern­ 
ments which responded to her requests. 
She will have one of the m ost valua­ 
ble and unique libraries In. the United 
Statue 


PE A R L H U N T I N G IN A M ER IC A . 


In the year I *57 a pearl of Ane luster, 
weighing 
ninety-three 
grains, 
was 
found at Notch Brook, near Paterson, 
New Jersey. 
The Empress Eugenie 
bought it for twenty-five hundred dol­ 
lars, a quarter of its present value. It 
was the discovery of this pearl th at 
called attention to 
the 
fresh-w ater, 
pearl-hearing mollusks of North Amer­ 
ica and led to other “finds,” which are 
described at length In a bulletin pre­ 
pared for the Fish Commission by Mr. 
George F. Kunz. 


Mr. Kunz rem inds us that the very 
oldest inhabitants were pearl-huntcrs. 
The mound-builders possessed pearls 
literally bushels of them. At a mound 
In the Little Miami Valley, Professor 
Putnam and Doctor Metz unearthed 
more 
than 
sixty 
thousand—all, 
of 
course, decayed or altered so as to be 
of no commercial value. The Indians, 
succeeding the mound-builders, 
like­ 
wise sought and treasured them. 


The Spanish explorers 
proved 
as 
partial to pearls as they were to all 
other forms of portable property. The 
historian of the expedition says th at by 
rifling the sepulchers in one Indian 
town in Florida. De Soto and his band 
obtained more than three hundred and 
fifty pounds. 
Probably many of these 
pearls were, in a way, artificial, man- 
ufactured from the shell. But there is 
no doubt th at pearls were much more 
numerous In the explorers’ tim e than 
they were when rediscovered, so to 
speak, in 1857—Just aa they were more 
numerous in 1857 than they are now. 


The pearl-hunting of the last forty 
years has been carried on at intervals 
all the way from Nova Scotia to W is­ 
consin,and then south as far as Florida. 
The “fever” seems to break out about 
once In ten years. 
In the 1897 epi­ 
demic A rkansas was first and chiefly 
affected. In certain Qarts of th a t state 
pearls had been found frequently and 
used as children’s playthings and as 
‘•luck-stones,” with no Idea of their 
value. 


A young St. Louis man, spending his 
vacation on a fishing trip, picked up a 
few on the shore of Murphy Lake,— 
the negro guide laughed at him ,—-and 
sent them to city jewelers. The check 
that came back Inspired a company to 
lease the whole lake and work It, with 
good 
results. 
Discoveries 
In 
other 
places fostered the excitement. 


A pink pearl of thirty-one grains, 
found on Black river, Arkansas, netted 
the finder thirty-five dollars and the 
purchaser five hundred. From the L it­ 
tle Red river, in a short time, a man 
took fifteen hundred dollars’ worth of 
pearls. 
A K ansas man found eleven 
lavender-colored pearls, which he sold 
for six hundred dollars. At one “drive” 
with his drag-shovel across 
a 
little 
stream, a Missouri farm er collected 
more than two hundred pearls, some 
as large as peas. 


Unfortunately, these gatherers, with 
few exceptions, did their work waste­ 
fully. 
European pearl-hunters 
have 
instrum ents with which they open the 
shell without injuring the anim al, and 
if they find no pearl they return the 
shell to the water. 
Our pearl-seekers 
throw away the shell and the edible 
meat, and foolishly open 
the 
very 
sm allest mussels, which seldom con­ 
tain pearls. 


Then, too, certain factories In the 
west are beginning to use great quan­ 
tities of shells in the m anufacture of 
pearl buttons. Supplies for these fac­ 
tories are accumulated by m eans 
of 
steam dredges, which sweep the deeper 
waters where 
the 
ordinary 
hunter 
could not venture. And so between the 
button-m aker and the careless pearl- 
hunter, the fresh-w ater mussels of the 
United States seem destined 
to 
ex­ 
tinction. 


The rrop Is worth preserving. There 
is always a chance of a “find” like 
blue pearl from Caney Fork, Tennes 
see. which fetched thirty-three 
hun 
dred dollars In London a few years 
ago. But the haphazard m ethods th at 
now prevail are equally destructive and 
dangerous. 
Pearl-collecting is an In­ 
dustry in which stupidity commands 
no premium. 
Mr. Kunz tells us th at 
w hat would doubtless have been the 
finest pearl of 
modern 
tim es 
was 
ruined by the ignorant 
finder, 
who 
boiled It to open the shell.

talks to bis neighbors, and the circle 
of influence, extending all through a 
foreign community, affects the goods 
not only of one house that carelessly 
shipped them, but American goods of 
all kinds.

arrival of a continuous series of rail­ 
way trains making up 
a 
connected 
railway journey which would begin at 
Calais and would end at Kljutschi, the 
most eastward station at present open 
on the Trans-Siberian railway, about 
twenty hours’ journey east of Kras­ 
noyarsk in Central Siberia. The length 
of this journey is, as nearly as possi­ 
ble, 5,100 miles, and of tills distance 
some 3.000 miles are traversed In Rus­ 
sian railway carriages. 
The time oc­ 
cupied would Ik* twelve days and tw en­ 
ty hours. 
It is possible to travel by 
rail as far as Irkutsk, the capital of 
Eastern Siberia, which Is 660 
miles 
east of Karnoyarsk. 
This exceeds the 
longest possible 
American 
run 
by 
nearly 1,000 miles. 
Our longest tra n s­ 
continental 
trip is in Canada from 
Halifax, in Nova Scotia, 
where 
the 
traveler may get into a Canadian Pa­ 
cific car and go thrdugh to Vancouver 
on the shores of the Pacific, 3,666 miles 
away. The longest possible run would 
be from Halifax to Vera Cruz, on the 
gulf of Mexico, via New York, Mont­ 
gomery and Mexico, a 
distance 
of 
about 4,200 miles. 
When the 
Trans- 
Manchurian railway joins the Trans- 
Siberian, as it will do, at Onon, It will 
be possible to travel continuously by 
rail from Calais to Port Arthur. 
The 
latter part, of the route has not yet 
been definitely derided upon, but the 
estimated total distance will not lie 
much less than 8.000 miles, which will 
be performed in about twenty days.

He gives illustration after illustration 
of orders of merchandise that have 
come to China from the United St utes, 
which have been broken, 
soiled 
or 
otherwise damaged, simply because the 
goods were not packed in a way to sus­ 
tain 
trans-shipment 
nnd 
handling. 
often rough handling, without injury. 
Of course, goods which were received 
in tills condition In this country by one 
merchant from another or by a cus­ 
tomer from a merchant,, would be im­ 
mediately* sent back as unmerchant­ 
able, but there Is no means of sending 
goods hack that have beefi sent 6.000 
or 8,000 miles beyond our 
frontiers, 
and the loss consequent upon a pur­ 
chase of this kind commonly falls upon 
the purchaser, who makes an inward 
resolve that he will not again run the 
risks of purchasing American wares, 
no matter how tempting may be the 
price. This may seem a small matter, 
iuit it Is of vital Importance if our ex­ 
port trade is to receive a healthy de­ 
velopment, because an experience of 
this kind is like throwing a stone Into 
a pool of water. The foreign customer 
talks to his neighbors, and the circle 
of Influence, extending all through a 
foreign community, affects the goods 
not only of one house that carelessly 
shipped them, but American goods of 
all kinds. The Germans, French and 
English understand this business far 
better than wo do, and pack the wares 
that they sent abroad in such a manner 
that they are not likely to be injured, 
no matter how rough the handling may 
be to which they are subjected.

R ailw ay Journey. 
Some idea of the Immense extent of 
Russian territory may be gleaned from 
the enormous railway runs that are 
possible there. 
In the latest edition 
of the Continental 
Bradshaw 
there 
may be found times of starting and 
arrival of a continuous series of rail­ 
way trains making up a 
connected 
railway Journey which would begin at 
Calais and would end at Kljutschl, the 
most eastward station at present open 
on the Trans-Siberian railway, about 
twenty hours’ Journey east of Kras­ 
noyarsk in Central Siberia. The length 
of this Journey is, as nearly as possi­ 
ble, 5,100 miles, and of this distance 
some 3.600 miles are traversed In Rus­ 
sian railway carriages. The time oc­ 
cupied would be twelve days and twen­ 
ty hours. 
It Is possible to travel by 
rail as lar as Irkutsk, the capital of 
Eastern Siberia, which Is CGO 
miles 
east of Karnoyarsk. This exceeds tho 
longest possible 
American 
run 
by 
nearly 1,000 miles. Our longest trans­ 
continental trip Is In Canada from 
Halifax, In Nova Scotia, 
where 
the 
traveler may get into a Canadian Pa­ 
cific car and go thrdugh to Vancouver 
on the shores of the Pacific, 3,666 miles 
away. The longest possible run would 
be from Halifax to Vera Cruz, on the 
gulf of Mexico, via New York, Mont­ 
gomery and Mexico, a 
distance 
of 
about 4,200 miles. When the Trans- 
Manchurian railway Joins the Trans- 
Siberian, as It will do, at Onon, It will 
be possible to travel continuously by 
rail from Calais to Port Arthur. The 
latter part of the route has not yet 
been definitely decided upon, but the 
estimated total distance will not be 
much less than 8,000 miles, which will 
be performed In about twenty days.

Death Fame While on Patrol Duty— 
Death IiiHtantanfouH. 


The St. Paul Dispatch contains 
the following further particulars of 
the death of Timothy Enright, of 
this city.
